It is no right 
claimed rad the Nabob; both he and his Va- 
keel, as the Vakeel as to himſelf candidly 
confeſſed in his memorial, were wholly. ig- 
norant of the rights and privileges to which 
he was intitled by the Laws of Great Britain, 
as an Ambaſſador, or Public Miniſter ;. If any 
material conſequences follow from it, the 
Gentlemen ſhould have been backward. 1 in 
forcing us to a deciſion; for we muſt give ſuch. 
an opinion; whatever. may, be. the conſe- 
quences, as we think founded in Law.
